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FOREWORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  irnit  of  a  nation- 
wide organization  which  is  entrusted  v/ith  the  responsibility  of  operating  a 
standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural  Sta- 
tistics is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,    The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  end  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  swimary  data  of  a  historical  nature  and 
for  cin^rent  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  loam  and  the 
United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  b'een  an  Increasing  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizations j  coi-mnercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county^  State  and 
governnental  o.gencies  for  agricultural  data  shovring  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  e?:tended  period  of  tine.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  Sto.te 
and  Federal  docuiaents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V,  Strand, 
State-Tri.de  "'.Tork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Proj- 
ect 65-1-72-155  of  the  ITork  Projects  Adiiiinistration.     Oi'ficial  Project  665-72- 
3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of  the 
ma.terials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  v/ho  collect 
data  on  crops  ond  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.    Without  these 
data  by  tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  less 
accurate  ond  less  complete.

Cerro  Gordo  County  is  located  in  the  north  central  part  of  the  State. 
It  was  at  one  time  a  part  of  old  Fayette  County,  but  on  January  15,  1851,  it 
was  officially  established  and  was  named  for  a  battle-field  of  the  Mexican 
Uar. 

The  first  settlers  were  Joseph  Hewitt  and  James  Dickinson,  who,   in  1851, 
while  hunting  near  Clear  Lake,  became  so  delighted  with  the  region  that  they 
built  cabins  and  sent  for  their  families.     In  1853,  David  and  Edwin  Wright 
made  claims  about  three  miles  north  of  where  Mason  City  now  stands  and  Anson 
C.     Owens  settled  at  a  grove  that  bears  his  name  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
county.     The  east  end  of  Clear  Lake  was  settled  by  James  and  Robert  Serrine 
in  the  same  year.     In  1854,  Mason  City  was  laid  out,  and  two  years  later  the 
town  of  Clear  Lake  was  laid  out  by  James  Dickinson. 

In  1855,  the  county-seat  of  the  new  county  was  located  at  Mason  City. 
Most  of  the  early  settlers  of  this  community  were  members  of  the  Masonic  order 
and  the  settlement  was  at  first  called  "Masonic  Grove."    However,  when  the 
town  was  platted  it  was  named  Mason  City  by  and  for  the  f raterni t^''.    _l/  In 
1856,  the  Sixth  C^rv  raJ-  Assembly  designated  Clear  Lake,  under  the  name  of 
Lavonia,  as  the  c  ca  ro;/  •seat ,  but  at  an  election  held  in  April,  1858,  Mason 
City  again  was  seiecceo.,  2/ 

The  Indians  v^e-e  .a  constant  menace  to  the  early  inhabitants,  and,  as  a 
result,  the  population  increa.sed  very  slowly  until  the  railroad  came  from  Mc<- 
Gregor  to  Mason  City  and  Oleax^  Lake  in  1870.  * 

Mason  City,  the  only  Is-rge  town  in  northern  Iowa,  is  rivaled  by  no  other 
large  town  within  a  radias  of  50  or  60  miles.     Consequently,  the  place  is  the 
center  of  a  large  agriculture  trading  area.    A  large  packing  plant,  huge  gjrp- 
sum  plants,  clay  and  tile  works,  and  a  beet  sugar  refinery  are  some  of  the  more 
important  industries. 

Clear  Lake,  ten  miles  west  of  Mason  City,  is  one  of  the  most  prominent 
summer  resorts  in  the  State,  but  the  balance  of  the  county  is  strictly  agri- 
cultural. 

Area 

Cerro  Gordo  County  is  about  24  miles  square,,  embracing  567  square  milesS^, 
or  362,880  acres.     Of  this  number,  348,436  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands.  4/

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There  are  16  Civil  1;  own  ships,  all  coinciding  with  the  Congressional  townships, 
and  the  county  ranks  thirty- si i<^th  in  point  of  area  in  the  State,  sharing  this 
place  with  Buchanan  and  Story  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Cerro  Gordo  County  are  almost  entirely  of  glacial  origin. 
They  are  com-oosed  of  the  drift  deposited  "by  the  last  of  the  two  great  ice- 
sheets — the  lowan  and  Wisconsin — which  invaded  this  region  during  the  glacial 
ages.     The  lowan  preceded  the  Wisconsin  by  many  thousands  of  years  and  was  re- 
sponsible for  all  the  western  one-fourth  of  the  county's  soil;  the  remainder 
was  covered  by  the  latter. 

The  soils  of  Cerro  Gordo  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according 
to  their  location  and  origin;  namely,  drift,  loess,   terrace  and  swamp  and 
bottom-land.     The  drift  soils  cover  74,8  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divid- 
ed into  Carrington  loams— 14.1  percent,  Clarion  loams — 24.0  percent,  Webster 
loams — 16.1  percent,  Floyd  silt  loam — 4.4  percent,  Clyde  loams — 6.1  percent, 
Dodgeville  loams — '6,6  percent,  Llndley  loam — 0,8  percent,   Sogn  silt  loams — 1.1 
percent,  Dickinson  loams — 1,4  loercent  and  the  pierce  loam — 0.2  -oercent.  Tama 
silt  loam  (shallow  phase),   the  only  loess  soil,  covers  1.2  percent  of  the 
county.     The  terrace  soiln  o?v3r  16.4  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into 
Waukesha  silt  loam — 0.9  percent,  Bremer  silt  loam — 2.3  percent,  Fargo  loams — 
1,0  percent,  Benoit  loams — 4,1  percent,  O'Neill  loams— 2.1  percent,  Sioux 
loam — 5,8  percent,  and  Millsdale  loam — 0,2  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land 
soils  cover  7.6  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Laraoure  loams — 2.3 
percent,  Wabash  loams — 1.5  percent,  Cass  loam — 0,1  percent,  liuck — 1,1  percent 
and  peat — 2,6  percent,  _5/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  the  33  years  between  1897  and  1930  was  45.4 
degrees.     The  average  precipitation  for  the  31  years  between  1899  and  1930  in 
this  county  was  29,56  inches,  and  the  growing  season  averaged  145  days  between 
the  killing  frosts  dates  of  May  8  and  September  30,  recorded  over  a  34-year 
period.  6^/ 

Population 

population  settlement . started  in  earnest. about  1870.     Contrary  to  the 
usual  recession  of  1900  in  most  of  the  Iowa  counties,  Cerro  Gordo  County  shows 
an  increase  of  nearly  18,000  since  that  date.     The  following  table  shows  the 
number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervals:

The  total  foreign  "born  and  native  white  of  foreign  "born  or  nixed  parent- 
age content  of  this  county  is  13,264,  or  34,4  percent  of  the  entire  populatioa. 
Of  this  amaunt,  the  Germans  rank  first  with  30,4  percent,  next  come  the  Scandi- 
navians with  25.7  percent,  then  the  Irish  with  8.8  percent,  while  the  Russians, 
Greeks  and  Chechoslovakians  each  comprise  3.5  percent.     Other  nationalities  " 
have  veri'  small  representatives,  ll/ 

Topography 

Cerro  Gordo  County  has  a  rather  wide  diversity  of  surface  features.  In 
the  eastern  loart ,  streams  have  cut  deep  valleys  leaving  steep  bluffs  and  rough, 
broken  land  in  numerous  pla.ces.     The  prairies,  which  make  up  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  county,  are  of  a  gently  rolling  character,  though  nearly  level  in 
some  parts.     The  western  tier  of  townships  is  almost  entirely  covered  by  knolls, 
ridges  and  low  hills;  these  mark  the  eastern  boundary  or  marginal  mo rain  of  the 
Wisconsin  glacier  which  enveloped  this  part  of  the  county. 

While  essentially  a  prairie  county,  considerable  timber  is  found  along 
the  various  streams  and  around  Clear  Lake.     There  is  a  great  deal  of  contrast 
between  a  branch  of  Lime  Creek,  a  slow  moving  stream  which  forms  an  outlet  for 
Clear  Lake,  and  the  Shell  Hock  River  which  flows  through  the  north-eastern  part 
of  the  county.     This  river  is  turbulent  and  has  created  many  rugged  areas  a- 
long  its  course.     12 1 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  18  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county 
— 9  elevators,  6  creameries,  1  livestock  enterprise,  1  petroleum  plant  and  1 
miscellaneous.

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As  a  whole,  they  had  3286  members,  of  which  2597  were  active,  and  5853 
persons  did  business  with  17  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  "business 
volume  of  $1,617,259  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $373,535  worth 
of  "bv.siness. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  13/ 

Fruit 

The  largest  apple  production  was  in  1909  when  57,305  trees  and  38,260 
bushels  were  reported.    Peaches  have  never  been  of  any  importance  in  this 
county,    1909  was  also  the  record  year  for  cherries  and  grapes.     In  that  year, 
988  cherry  trees  produced  75  bushels,  and  628  vines  yielded  7,712  pounds.  The 
best  report  on  plums  was  in  1894,  when  4,632  trees  produced  1,435  bushels,  14/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  c~  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  th;7.rL  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
b^'-  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum" 
mations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that  acre- 
age not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield. 
This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked 
and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only    and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
